JEFFERSON CITY, March 
10—Supporters of the St. Louis 
earnings tax extension bill won 
significant victories in major 
test votes today when the state 
Senaté rejected three crippling 
amendments to the city’s vital 
revenue bill. 

The key vote came when the 
Senate rejected, 18 to 11, 
damaging amendment offered 
by Senator Hartwell G. Crain 
(Rep.), St.Louis county, which 
would have exempted from the 
levy all income earned in St. 
Louis by non-residents. 

Before “postponing further 
cansideration of the earnings 
tax proposal until next Tuesday, 
the Senate also defeated two 
other .restrictive amendments, 
one. offered by Crain and an- 
other by Senator Robert Pent- 
land (Dem.), St. Louis, 

By a narrow vote of 15 to 14 
the Senate turned down Pent- 
land’s proposal to force the city 
to grant-$600 exemptions for in- 
dividual taxpayers and their de- 
pendents, — 

By a voice vote, it also re- 
jected: another Crain amend- 
meént “which would have ear- 
marked’ all earnings tax reve- 
nues for use by the new St. 
Louis» metropolitan sewer dis- 
trict, 

Mayor.Raymond R, Tucker of 
St. Louis, who watched the pro- 
ceedings from the Senate gal- 
lery, said he was “greatly en- 
couraged by the progress the 
bill is making.” 

Hopes for Speedy Okay. 

He expressed the hope that 
the bill would be speedily ap- 
proved when the Senate returns 
to work next Tuesday, pointing 
out that the city’s authority to 
levy the $8,000,000-a-year tax is 
scheduled to expire April 1, only 
16 days later. 

The ‘vote. on the first Crain 
amendment, to exempt nonresi- 
dents, demonstrated there has 
been a substantial shift in Sen- 
ate sentiment in favor of the 
city’s .earmings tax renewal 
measure, and indicated that the 
bill has excellent chances for 
Senate_passage. 

This same amendment had 
been offered by the St. Louis 
County Republican in the reg- 
ular session last year, and its 
mre on then by a vote of 17 
to ®*restilted in defeat of the 
city’s: tax “extension proposal. 

‘Easily Defeated. 


This--time the amendment, 
which: would have substantially 
cut thé @vailable revenues under 
the tax, “was easily defeated 


after extended debate. There

bill.

Evasion Indictment. 


A. demand for payment of 
$209,121 in unpaid federal in- 
come taxes and penalties for 
the years 1947-52 was made by 
the Govérnment of Evan R. 
Dale, Southern Illinois AFL la- 


bor leader and Republican po- 
litical figure; when he surren- 
dered at East St. Louis today on 
an indictment charging income 
tax violations. 

The indictment, voted’ yester- 
day by a federal grand jury in- 
vestigating alleged labor rack- 
eteering, but suppressed until 
Dale surrendered at the- mar- 
shal’s office, contains two 
counts, 

The first count charges the 
making of a false statement to 
an agent of the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau. The second charges 
the labor ‘eader with evading 
$4489 in income taxes in 1947. 

Dale pleaded not guilty of 
the income tax charges when 
arraigned before United States 
District Judge Fred L. Wham. 
Bond was set at $25,000 and the 
defendant’s attorney, John Ho- 
ban of East St. Louis, was grant- 
ed until March 24 to file plead- 
ings. 

The bond was signed by Lee 
P. Stenzel of Cairo, and Dale 
returned to his home in Car- 
bondale. 

Tax Liens Filed. 

In connection with the Gov- 
ernment’s $209,121 demand, tax 
liens were filed against Dale in 
five southern LIlinois counties ‘ 
today. The liens may be ap- 
plied against property held by 
the unien official in Jackson, 
Alexander, Williamson, Franklin 
and Hamilton counties. 

The count charging the de- 
fendant with giving false infor- 
mation to Internal Revenue 
agents states he listed only four 
sources of income in a state- 
ment made last June at Cairo. 
The indictment alleges that Dale 
has “divers other sources of 
income.” 

The alleged additional sources 
were not detailed, however. 

Maximum penalty on convic- 
tion of the inwome tax charges 
is five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine on each count. 

Special agents of the Treasury 
Depaftment’s Intelligence Divi- 
sion were called in to assist the 
federal grand jury in its pres- 
ent racketeering investigation.

U.S. ENTRY INTO 
INDOCHINA WAR

Plan to Tackle Hemi- 
sphere Problems— 
Dulles Answers Criti- 
cism of Policies. 


CARACAS, March 10 (AP)— 
The United States proposed to 
the tenth mter-American con- 
ference today that a conference 
be held in Washington soon to 
deal with economic problems 
worrying nations of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

The suggestion, made by Sam- 
uel Waugh, Assistant United 
States Secretary of State for 
Economic Affairs, brought 
cheers from Latin American 
delegates assembled for a meet- 
ing of the conference’s economic 
committee. No date was set im- 
mediately for the talks. 


Waugh’s proposal came after 
Chile’s Jorge Prat, head of that 
nation’s national bank, called for 
a meeting of treasury and eco- 
nomic ministers from the Amer- 
ican republics to tackle “our 
very serious economic problems 
without further delay.” 

Says Critics ‘May Be Right.’ 

United States Secretary of 
State Dulles told the committee 
session the Latin Americans may 
be right in “sayjng the United 
States should make some 
changes in .its economic poli- 
cies.” But he added that in 
Latin America government 
“plays a much more important 
role in economic affairs than 
we think desirable for our- 
selves.” - 

He indicated President Eisen- 
hower’s Administration has no 
intention of departing from its 
philosophy that the United States 
should operate, as Dulles said, 
within a free enterprise econ- 
omy, but added there are some 
matters which “we are prepared 
to consider open-mindedly.” 

Dulles’s unscheduled speech 
came after various Latin Ameri- 
can nations had said a clear ex- 
planation of Washington's eco- 
nomic policy was needed before 
they could make their own plans. 


Ready to ‘Discuss and Learn.’ 


He said an economic-financial 
delegation representing the 
United States State and Treas- 
ury Departments and the Ex- 
port-Import Bank was on: hand 
in Caracas to “discuss, to study 
and to learn in line with the 
traditional United States policy 
of constantly taking new ways 
whenever we can be confident 
that the change is for the bet- 
ter.” 

Dulles said government plays 
a big role in the economic af- 
fairs of many American repun- 
lics. 

“Some of you,” he added, 
“may think in terms of govern- 
mental capabilities where we 
think in terms of private ac- 
tivity.” 

“No one of our republics 
should expect another to aban- 
don its economic creed in which 
its people believe and, which 
»seems adapted to its particular 
environment. Nevertheless, we 
must find more and better ways 
to co-operate.” 

The Secretary said he had 
heard at Caracas “a number of 
economic complaints diretted 
against the United States,” but 
he takes no offense at that.

Wilson Ducks Questions. 


In his press conference yester- 
day, Defense Secretary Charles | 
E. Wilson said he “can’t answer” | 
whether American troops will be 
used in combat in Indochina. 

He ducked questions on Indo- 
china, saying repeatedly he did 
not want to discuss the situation 
and “let's leave that alone.” 

Both President Eisenhower 
and Wilson previously have dis- 
avowed any intention of sending 
American troops into combat in 
Indochina. 

Wilson said this country {fs 
“doing many things short of 
actually participating in combat” 
in Indochina.

Senator Stennis (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, raised the Indochina 
issue on the Senate floor, de- 
claring this country is “coming 
hearer to a fighting role” there 
daily.

Authoritative sources, mean- 
time, said Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles is expected 
to urge the French government 
to consider the possibility of 
having United States training 
missions.in Indochina. 

These sources said that while 
the French are coo] to the idea 
on the ground they are fighting 
the Indochina war, the idea of 
United States training missions 
has received increasing support 
in Administration circles. 

Morale Building Factor. 

They said President Eisen- 
hower believes such missions 
could be a powerful morale 
building factor among the na- 
tive troops as well as helping 
train additional thousands of 
Viet Namese for the war against 
the Communist-led rebels. 

These sources said Dulles will 
bring up the question with the 
French at the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization meeting in 
Paris in April. 

A possible tip-off to Dulles’s 
planned appeal appeared in the 
prepared text of an address 
Deputy Under Secretary of State 
Robert Murphy made last night 
in Los Angeles. The text said 
the United States “will probably 
help in the training and organ- 
izing of an expanded nationalist 
army” in Indochina. 

The State Department later 
deleted that statement on 
grounds it was “ambiguous.”

gan, of the Senate Republican 
Policy Committee, which drafted 
them in response to criticism 
by President Eisenhower and 
others.

The exit of Jeronimo Remori- 
no, the Argentine foreign min- 
ister, may be no more than a 
display of Latin ego. He is said 
to have been eager to leave be- 
fore United States Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles. Or it 
may foreshadow abstention by 
Argentina from the voting on 
the anti-Communist resolution. 

As of now it is said by United 
States delegates that a show- 
down vote on that resolution in 
the juridical-political commit- 
tee will not come until possibly 
Saturday. A showdown in that 
committee, of course; will be a 
final showdown, because all of 
the 20 American republics here 
are represented on the commit- 
tee now debating the question. 

The debates give a fair indi- 
cation of the tight wire-walking 
problem of American diplomacy 
in this hemisphere. In brief, the 
problem is how to intervene in 
the affairs of Guatemala with- 
out seeming to intervene. 

The formula, in non-diplo- 
matic terms, is ‘to make Guate- 
malan Communism the joint re- 
sponsibility of all the Americas, 
under the Rio pact, to deny that 
the conversation is about Guate- 
mala in any event, and then to 
take “collective action” which 
will be “collective intervention” 
under another name, 

The very word “intervention” 
is poison to Latin Americans 
and, as Mexico has been quick 
to point out, the addition of the 
word “collective” is no great 
improvement. Mexico, however, 
has more reservations than that. 
Mexico, like Uruguay, wants not 
only Communism condemned, 
but also “‘any other forms of 
totalitarianism.” 

Dictators Ameng Our Friends. 

The trouble is that in Latin 
America some Of our best friends 
are dictators. 

Guatemalan Foreign Minister 
Guillermo Toriello, of course, is 
fully aware of this situation, as 
he indicated yesterday by walk- 
ing out of the plenary session 
at the moment, the Dominican 
foreign minister, Josquin Bala- 
guer, was giving vent to loud 
praise for the dictator, his boss, 
Generalissimo Trujillo. 

There is, of course, an official 
United States rationale for our 
opposition to condemnation of 
dictatorships other than Com- 
munist, nor is it without force. 
Our diplomats say—and with 
sincerity and conviction—that 
Communism is the biggest and 
the most immediate danger. Any 
straying of attention from that 
fact they hold to be at the peril 
of the Americas.

Seeks Change in Draft Law. 

Saltonstall’s announcement of 
the March 18 hearing was made 
to the Senate. At the same time, 
he introduced a bill which would 
allow the armed services to uti- 
lize doctors and dentists, taken 
into uniform through the doc- 
tor’s draft law, without giving 
them a commission, provided any 
loyalty doubts were raised. 

Dr. Irving Peress of New York, 
recently discharged Army den- 
tist drafted under this law, was 
commissioned and promoted to 
the rank of major. Later he re- 
fused to answer questions from 
McCarthy as to any possible 
Communist connections. 

McCarthy said the Army never 
should have commissioned Per- 
ess and should have held up his 
honorable discharge until it had 
fully explored his alleged Red 
ties. 

The Peress case set off afuror 
between McCarthy and Stevens 
over the questioning of Army 
officers by the Wisconsin Sena- 
tor. McCarthy accused some

Earlier in the debate Laniel 
had told the Assembly he would 
welcome a cease-fire in Indo- 
china before the Geneva meet- 
ing—as proposed by Indian 
Prime Minister Nehru. But the 
Premier outlined conditions so 
stiff that it was certain the Com- 
wiunist-led Vietminh rebels 
would not accept. 


Associated States Warned. 


The Assembly also told the 
three Associated States of Indo- 
china they must not cut loose 
from the French Union if they 
want French help in fighting 
the Vietminh. The resolution 
adopted said France would con- 
sider its obligations to Viet Nam, 
Laos and Cambodia ended if 
they left the Union.

St. Louis Communists broke 
up into small groups in 1950 in 
an effort to prevent the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation from 
getting a complete list of mem- 


. bers, a witness said today in the 


trial of five Communists charged 
with conspiring to advocate over- 
throw of the Government by 
force. 

The Rev. Obadiah Jones, who 
joined the party in 1946 at the 
request of the FBI, told the jury 
in United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper's court that in- 
structions to divide into groups 
came from Mrs. Dorothy Rose 
Forest, one of the defendants. 

“She said members of one 
group would not know members 
of another group, and that only 
group captains would keep rec- 
ords,” the Rev. Mr. Jones tes- 
tified. “She said this was being 
done because, ,if there was a 
pick-up by the FBI, a member 
picked up would not be able to 
name other members.” 

Given Lists of Members. 

On two occasions, the witness 
said, he was given lists of mem- 
bers in certain sections of the 
city with instructions to destroy 
the lists after memorizing the 
names, 

Mrs. Forest, in advising se- 


erecy on identification of party | 


members, pointed out that Com- 


munists were required to regis- | 


ter under the McCarran Act 
but declared they would not do 
so for “security reasons,” the 
Rev. Mr. Jones said. 

He told of a meeting in 1950 
with William Sentner, another 
defendant, and Sentner’s wife, 
Antonia, following the party’s 
decision to close headquarters 
at 1041A North Grand boule- 
vard, 

Mrs. Sentner, who is facing 
deportation proceedings, said she 
and her husband would put 
some of the headquarter’s equip- 
ment and some books in their 
garage, the witness testified. 

James F. Forest and Robert 
Manewitz, two other defendants, 
gave talks at Communist meet- 
ings in 1949, the Rev. Mr. Jones 
testified. He said Forest, in one 
speech, praised the Soviet Union, 
saying it had no unemployment 
and no depressions. 

‘Revolution Sure to Come.’ 

“A revolution is sure to come 
and when it does Russia will be 
100 per cent behind the move- 
ment,” Forest was quoted as say- 
ing. 
In the spring of 1950, Forest, 
in a conference at his home, 
criticized the work of Marcus A. 
Murphy, another defendant, as 
educational director for the 
party here, the witness related. 

He said Forest complained 
that his wife was doing most of 
the work assigned to Murphy, 
although the latter had been 
sent. to school in Moscow for 
special training. | 

The Rev. Mr. Jones told the 
jury he still has a Communist 
card, which he identified, and 
is a member of the party, be- 
longing to a group unit. 

His statement drew a strong 
objection from Forest, who said: 
“Jones is not now a member of 
ary Communist group.

Nor did 
Smyth tell where the AEC would 
like to build the plants. 
“The fundamental 
still to be answered,” he said 
‘is whether a power-producing 
uranium reactor can be built 
which will compete with ether | 
sources of energy. 

“The question that has not 
been answered, and may not be 
conclusively answered even by 
the program I have outlined, is 
whether this power can be pro- 
duced cheaply enough to be of 
general use. 

“The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion believes that it can be done 
and this is the opinion also of 
the several private industrial 
groups who have been studying 
the problem for several years at 
the invitation of the commission. 
“At present, the power deliv- 
ered by the submarine reactor at 
our Idaho plant costs about 10 
times as much as it would if 
we bought it from the Idaho 
Power Co. From this figure you 
can see that it will require all 
the ingenuity of our staff, our 
contractors, and private industry 
working together to get costs 
down, but it is reasonable to as- 
sume that eventually this will be 
done.”’ 

Smyth noted that it has been 
15 years since this new natural 
force—the fission of uranium— 
was discOSvered, 10 years since 
the AEC’announced its first pro- 
gram of nuclear reactors aimed 
at power.

‘no difficulty of achievement even 
without Post-Dispatch sanction. The 
interests of our “free world” would 
be better served by calling for an 
end to the causes of these oppressive 
conditions which always breed fanat- 
icism.

War Paint and Whoops 


A week ago last Sunday the Post-Dispatch 
asked: Who will be the first Republican Sena- 
tor to break through the ring of party silence 
that has protected the excesses and abuses of 
the junior Senator from Wisconsin? This ques- 
tion has now been answered. That Republican 
Senator is Ralph E. Flanders of Vermont. He 
has broken the silence in a Senate speech. 

Senator Flanders, who was not a signer of 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith's’ “declaration 
of conscience,” June 1, 1950, devoted much of 
his speech to a description of the “dirty prem- 
ises” left by the outgoing Democratic Administra- 
tion. Accordingly he applauded what he said 
were the Wisconsin Senator’s efforts to clean 
out the “cobwebs and spiders.” 

But Senator Flanders drew the line against 
making this renovation the sole business in 
Washington. He looked about him in the world 
and saw a tremendous struggle for men’s souls 
shaping up. He sven calculated the possibility 
that the Iron Curtain would sweep out to in- 
clude the United States and Canada after infil- 
trating and subverting the rest of the world. In 
a situation so grim, the role of the Wisconsin 
Senator, as Mr. Flanders appraises it, is as 
follows: 


He dons his war paint. He goes into his 
war dance. He emits his war whoops, He 
goes forth to battle and proudly returns 
with the scalp of a pink Army ‘dentist. We 
may assume ,that this presents the depth 
and seriousness of Communist penetration 
in this country at this time. 


Although Senator Flanders does not hesitate 
to say that Senator McCarthy “is doing his best 
to shatter that party whose label he wears,” his 
real complaint is not that the Wisconsin Senator 
is tearing up the Republican ranks, Senator 
Flanders’s real complaint is that his irrespon- 
sible colleague is doing his “housecleaning” in 
such a way “as to conceal mortal danger in which 
our country finds itself.” 

That McCarthyism has been a distraction can 
hardly be questioned. It and associated diver- 
sions have occupied so much time that two and 
a half months of the congressional session are 
gone and about the only bill passed and signed 
is one increasing official pensions. 

Since Senator John Sherman Cooper promptly 
congratulated Senator Flanders for a speech 
marked by “sanity and a sense of proportion,” 
the Kentucky Republican can be said to have 
taken his stand alongside the Vermonter. 

And so there are now two Republican Sena- 
tors who have declared themselves. Who will be 
the third? Who will be the fourth? Who the 
fifth and sixth and seventh? In what order will 
approximately one-half of the United States 
Senate place principle above what is thought to 
be political expediency? 
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Solicitous 

Now we know, far more reliably than by 
robins, that spring is around the corner. Until 
now, the male cardinals have ganged around 
together, men in a man’s world. They did not 
mind kicking the females away from the feeder 
if necessany to satisfy their own selfish greed. 
But the season changes. This morning, at a 
feeder we keep @n eye on, a male cAérdinal 
picked up a sunflower seed and delicately, with 
infinite courtesy, placed it in the beak of a 
complacent female. There is no mistaking who 
holds the whip hand now. 
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A Poor Public Policy 

City Marshal FitzGibbon’s policy of refusing 
to accept checks for payment of traffic fines is 
as unnecessary and impractical as it is unfair 
to the very people who pay his salary. In short, 
it is very poor public policy and should be aban- 
doned forthwith. 

It is unnecessary because’ the number of bad 
checks offered will be extremely low, judging 
from the experience of the Police Traffic Bu- 
reau, which accepts checks for fines under - its 
jurisdiction. Moreover, the person who passes a 
bad check could lay himself open to prosecution 
under the state’s criminal statutes, a much more 
serious matter. 

Mr. FitzGibbon’s policy also is impractical, De- 
fendants do not know in advance of their ap- 
pearance in court what their fines will be. Since 
the court can impose fines of as much as $500, 
defendants would have to carry at least that 
much cash with them if they wanted to avoid 
the kind of treatment allegedly suffered by 
Louis C, Jones, a real estate salesman. Mr. 
Jones is said to have been held in custody for 
16 hours, because one of Mr. FitzGibbon’s depu- 
ties declined to accept a $5 check on a traffic 
fine. 

The City Marshal is responsible for the offi- 
cial conduct of his deputies, and in the Jones 
case a good deal seems to have gone wrong, 
both in Mr, FitzGibbons’s jurisdiction and in 
the holdover at police headquarters. Mayor 
Tucker ought to demand that Mr. FitzGibbon 
set up a system under which it will be impos- 
sible for any citizen to suffer such indignities. 
The first step should be to permit them to pay 
their fines by check. 
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Point Barrow and Teapot Dome 

The agitation for Teapot Dome to be opened 
up to private exploitation suggests that what is 
under way is an effort to throw open all naval 
oil reserves. Senator Hugh Butler of Nebraska 
has already proposed turning over the Navy's 
reserve at Point Barrow to private developers as 
part of the transition of Alaska from territorial 
status to statehood. 

The one-man campaign of a Denver oil man, 
John Darden, to throw down the bars at Teapot 
Dome, wag disclosed almost immediately after 
the Butler proposal. Mr. Darden declares the 
Navy and Wyoming’s two Senators (Hunt and 
Barrett) may support him eventually, The Tea- 
pot Dome reserve is in Wyoming. ; 

If the Point Barrow and Teapot Dome re- 
serves were thrown open, only the Elk Hills re- 
serve in California, and another reserve nearby, 
would remain in the Navy’s hands. Is there any 
reason to suppose that success in getting into 
two of the four reserves would deter the advo- 
cates of private development from trying to 
crash the gates of the remaining two as well? 

Essentially what is under attack is the whole 
concept of oil reserves. J. H. Carmical wrote in 
The New York Times a year ago: 

Experiences of the last 40 years have ex- 
ploded the myth that the way to provide 
adequate oil supplies for emergency military 
use is to set aside probable petroleum-bear- 


ing Federal Government land for that pur- 
pose, 


What Mr. Carmical described as “myth” has 
been national policy since 1912, under both Re- 


publican and Democratic administrations. Presi- | 
dent Taft set aside Elk Hills and the nearby 


Reserve No. 2. President Wilson created the 
Teapot Dome reserve and President Harding 
put in Alaska, 

Is it the experience with oil reserves that in- 
spires move after move to put an end to the 
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reservation of naval oil? Or is it the prevailing 
climate at Washington, In which these reserves 
seem now to many eyes to be more vulnerable 
than. usual? : 
A Sleeper in Housing 

The ambiguity of Housing Administrator 
Cole’s attitude toward public housing has been 
noted before. It is now emphasized by his extra- 
ordinary disclosure, under questioning, that a 
sleeper in last year’s housing bill will bring that 
program to an end next July unless corrected. 

Mr. Cole, who fought public housing up hill 
and down dale as a Congressman, has been 
claiming a change of heart, He has held that 
public housing was necessary until some work- 
able substitute was devised, and he has come out 
in support of President Eisenhower's program 
of 35,000 homes in the year which starts July 1. 

Yet when Mr. Cole appeare@ before the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committee Tuesday, 
Senator Maybank noted that the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee last year added a rider 
to the bill authorizing the current public hous- 
ing program. According to Senator Maybank, 
the effect of the-rider would be to end the 
public housing program this year—that is, by 
next July—unless legislation is passed to super- 
sede the rider. He asked Mr. Cole if this was 
true. Mr. Cole said yes it was—"“unless the law 
is changed, no more public housing will be 
started after this year.” 

The questions raised by Mr. Cole’s reply are 
obvious, Why is it that neither Mr. Cole nor 
President Eisenhower has called attention to the 
sleeper and urged its correction? Why is it that 
the Administration housing bills did not contain 
the legislativé correction which Mr. Cole agrees 
is necessary if the program is to be extended? 

It is hard to believe that the Administration 
would propose to build 35,000 public housing 
units next year and at the same time knowingly 
permit a legislative trick to forestall the con- 
struction. Just what is the public to believe.

Pressure Tactics in Caracas 

The United States apparently is going to win 
some kind of an anti-Communist resolution 
in the Tenth Inter-American Conference... But 
the tactics being used in this campaign could 
indeed reduce the €tate Department’s victory 
to less than hemispheric size. 

So far nine of the 19 nations meeting in 
Caracas have agreed to support the resolution 
declaring Communist control of one state a 
threat to all. This declaration may have to be 
watered down to win more votes. But only 
Guatemala seems thoroughly opposed, and that 
is because Guatemala is the real target of the 
resolution, 

Caracas dispatches state, however, that the 
United States is putting a good deal of pressure 
on the Latin Americans to support Washington's 
position. Donald Grant reported in the Post- 
Dispatch that our delegates are telling the other 
delegates how their nations might “benefit” 
from such support. Mr. Grant adds that the 
atmosphere is one of “cynical ward politics” and 
“horse-trading.” 

Obviously the resolution is not going to mean 
as much if it has to be won through throwing 
Uncle Sam’s weight around Latin America. It 
is too easy to accept paper resolutions in return 
for economic or military promises and then 
forget them. 

Moreover, a resolution by itself is not a sub- 
stitute for Pan-American unity based on sound 


Arade and mutual respect between the sister re- 


publics. Those are the Good Neighbor relations 
which the United States should strive to gain 
for itself. 
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Old-Timer on Rookies 

Advices from St. Petersburg indicate that 
Frankie Frisch, the Fordham Flash who became 
leader of the Gashouse Gang, has quietly joined 
the piners for the good old days. What finally 
got him, we hear, is the way rookies are being 
treated these days, Why, the old-timers tip their 
caps to them and give up their turn in the bat- 
ting ®age. 

‘ It wasn’t that way in the good old days, says 

Mr. Frisch. Then the old-timers sprayed rookies 
with tobacco juice, nailed their shoes to the 
floor and made life miserable by many another 
device. But the old Cardinals’ manager should 
recall that in those days rookies were not bonus 
babies with six-figure checks in pocket. When 
management acquires that kind of property, 
everybody has to be careful. 

What troubles us, though, is that Mr. Frisch 
hardly had enough personal experience to make 
him talk so feelingly of rookies, Didn’t he skip 
the minors? Didn't he make it from Fordham’s 
college diamond in the Bronx to a star’s spot in 
Mr. John Mugsie McGraw’s Giants line-up in 
one fast slide? As we recall it, Frankie Frisch 
never really was a rookie—not in our book. 
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Still More Farm Output? 

One of the most significant comments on Sec- 
retary Benson's reduction of the butter support 
price came from Frank Barker, secretary of the 
Iowa Dairy Industry Commission, a state agency. 
One purpose of the lower support price is to 
discourage production, and thus to prevent the 
piling up of more surpluses, but Mr. Barker be- 
lieves that Iowa farmers will continue producing 
more dairy products than in the past. 

“The farmer is becoming somewhat hard 
pressed for money,” said Mr. Barker. “Regard- 
less of what level Mr. Benson sets the supports 
at, the farmers are going to be doing more milk- 
ing than in the past few years. They have to, in 
order to offset the general diminishing returns 
from other farm products.” 

If this view is correct, the possibility arises 
that while somewhat lower prices are inducing 
somewhat higher consumption of dairy products, 
the same lower prices may induce somewhat 
higher production, with the result that in the 
end the Government may wind up in possession 
of surpluses just about as large as those it now 
owns, - 

As it reviews the Benson decision, Congress 
ought to examine this aspect. of the problem 
with care, One of the main arguments offered 
for the Administration farm policy is that at 
least it will reduce the surpluses which overhang 
the market. If that purpose will not be accom- 
plished after all, then Congress may justifiably 
ask whether price supports, either at 90 per cent 


or 75 per cent of parity, are the best dnswer to 


the butter problem. 
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_ As to Coddling 

The junior Senator from Wisconsin says the 
Army is “coddling Communists.” The chairman 
of the Democratie National Committee says the 
White House is “coddling McCarthy.” All of 
which suggests that if Republican leaders in the 
narrowly-divided Congress were really interested 
in getting the Eisenhower legislative program 
passed and onto the President's desk they would 
be coddling, assiduously coddling, Democrats.

Airline stewardesses association says No, definitely, in answer 
to American Airlines plan to retire them at that age; denies a 
woman “becomes unattractive, anti-social and commutes on a 
| broom” at just 32; her job ability may well have improved. 


From Service Aloft, Publication of the Air Line Stewards 
and Stewardesses Association 


The latest “wrinkle” in the aviation 
industry will be a compulsory retire- 
ment age for stewardesses, if American 
Airlines has its way. 


Admittedly, we had previously given 
very little thought to such a proposition 
because of the rapid turnover in this 
profession, We would estimate that in 
the industry today, less than 1 per cent 
have passed their fortieth birthday. Cer- 
tainly this number does not present any 
great problem or warrant compulsory 
severance, 


However, American has added con- 
siderable impetus to this problem by 
contending that 
its stew ardesses 
should be taken out 
of service when 
they reach 32. By 
establishing such a 
young age, the num- 
ber involved is of 
course greatly in- 
creased. 

At present there 
are 64 stewardesses 
in the age bracket 
on American’s sys- 
tem. If the age lim- 
it had been set at 
35, for example, the 
number affected 
would have been reduced to about 14, 
a very small percentage of the comple- 
ment of 1200 employed by this company. 

American expounds upon its new pol- 
icy as follows: 


“It is the policy of American Airlines 
that all stewardesses shall be less than 
32 years of age. This policy will be in 
full force and effect by Dec, 1, 1954. It 
is based on the established qualifica- 
tions for stewardesses, which are at- 
tractive appearance, pleasant disposi- 
tion, even temperament, neatness, un- 
married status, and the ability and de- 
sire to meet and serve passengers. 

“Basic among these qualifications is 
an attractive youthful appearance. Such 
an appearance ordinarily is found to a 
higher degree in young women, There- 
fore, the establishment of an age limit 
of 32 for stewardesses will best effectu- 


ate and preserve the concept of steward- . 


ess service as it is understood in this 
company.” 

Since American has taken this posi- 
tion, it is required to support the 
inference that when a woman reaches 
the age of 32, she becomes unattractive, 
querulous, anti-social] and commutes to 
her job on a broom. American has made 


gome provisions for the welfaze of the 
individuals concerned. The company 
has agreed to retain all girls who wish 
to continue with the company in some 
other department. Those who wish to 
leave will. be terminated with a maxi- 
mum of eight weeks pay. 


There is no question that this would 
benefit some of the girls. However, 
what is the long range picture? Ameri- 
can is doing this just for the original 
64 girls involved at the moment. After 
this group is eliminated and retirement 
becomes automatic, no further consid- 
eration will be given, 


We are concerned not only with the 
effect on this one group of employes, 
but also what the effect may be on the 
industry as a whole. There are several 
companies which seem to have no con- 
ception as to their moral obligation to 
their employes. 


If this regulation were to become the 
basis for an, indus precedent, the 
results could be a wholesale termination 
of some of the most sincere and con- 
scientious stewardesses in the industry, 
merely because they had attained the 
top salaty bracket. 


We sent a questionnaire to all Amert- 
can stewardesses to find out how they 
felt about this new company regula- 
tion. The following comments seem to 


be more or less representative of the . 


replies we received: 


“TI feel it is a rather unnecessary pro- 
cedure and would like to see Air Line 
Stewards and Stewardesses Association 
process a grievance.” 


“It is unfair that many have to suffer 
because a few have been unable to keep 
their appearance up to par.” 


“Since I am now the horrible old age 
of 32 years, I am sure that you can well 
understand my being so upset.” 


“T agree that the job of Flight Stew- 
ardess is a job for a woman in her twen- 
ties, not thirties.” 


“A girl of 32 is not old.” 

“IT have flown with girls over 32 who 
looked younger and were more compe- 
tent than girls years their junior.” 


“The company’s regulations show the 
requirements for stewardesses are, at- 
tractive appearance, pleasant disposi- 
tion, even temperament, neatness, un- 
married status, ability and desire to 
meet and serve passengers. Age has 
never been a requirement.”

The Struggle to Belong 
THE NEWCOMER, by Clyde Brion Davis. (Lippin- 
cott, 216 pgs., $2.75.) 

Clyde Brion Davis is an interesting 
writer who has had interesting things to 
say. But I found few of them in his last 
novel, “Thudbury” and find fewer in 
this new one, “The Newcomer.” 

Somehow, it all seems to have been 
said before, and said better, too—in 
novels ranging from “Tom Sawyer” all 
the way up te “The Catcher in the Rye.” 
Not that the adolescent struggle to be- 
long and make the world aware of 
youthful presence (which takes the 
form of scratching initials on desks and 
toilet walls) isn’t a matter worth con- 
tinued study in fiction. Certainly. It’s 
worthy of great fiction. And extended, 
such a theme can take on, as Salinger’s 
“The Catcher in 
the Rye’”’ did, rele- 
vance to nearly all 
human experience. 

But it doesn’t 
seem to me that 
Mr, Davis's novel is 
likely to inspire one 
to thoughts of the 
meaning beneath 
the surface of this 
story of a junior 
high school boy’s 
search for a firm 
footing. 
= Henry ‘Trotter, 
Clyde B. who tells the story, 

is abruptly taken 
from one school to another when his 
father, a professor, accepts a better job 
‘at,a different college in a nearby Mid- 
weltern town. This, of course, takes 
Heriry through a teen-ager’s concept of 
the fires of hell: His new classmates 
won't have anything to do with him. 
He’s a “patsy” (we used the word 
“meatball” when I was in high school 
and I still think it’s more descriptive) —~— 
an unadjusted newcomer. 

Eventually, after desperately making 
friends with another “patsy” which 
merely brings on more difficulty and 
after letting the tom-boy daughter of 
the physical education teacher ‘at his 
father’s college fight his battles for him, 
Henry loosens up. He relaxes, ‘settles 
on a kind of if-you-can’t-beat-’em-join- 
‘em philosophy, realizes’ he has been 
trying too hard, and eases his way into 
the school community. 

The novel does have some value for 
its insights into middle-class American 
life in the small cities and into the 
crushing pressure to “belong” which we 
all feel. But this value is incidental to 
the main import of this work.

The 20 governments are to 
take “‘measures to require the 
disclosure of the identity, activi- 
ties and sources of funds of 
those who are spreading propa- 
ganda of the international Com- 
munist movement or who travel 
in the interests of that movement 
and of those who act as its 
agents or in its behalf.” ‘ 

The keyword is “disclosure.” 
To whom is this information to 
be disclosed? Undoubtedly the 
FBI is doing its best to identify 
such activities. But the FBI is 
not “disclosing” information 
except now and then. Obvi- 
ously, if there were continual 
disclosure by publication, ft 
would be very much more diffi- 
cult to detect these subversive 
activities.

What, presymably, is intended 
by this recommendation, is to 
disclése secret information to 
the authorized secret services of 
other governments which are as 
intent as we are on counter- 
espionage. 

This kind of international co- 
operation cannot be carried on 
by public disclosure. For that 
reason there is almost no prac- 
tical value in making this sort 
of thing the subject of a multi- 
lateral public resolution. The 
way to proceed is by direct 
understandings among the gov- 
ernments and through confi- 
dential “disclosure.” 

Would we be willing to dj- 
close to the secret service of 
every government in the hemi- 
sphere all the information we 
have? What would we do about 
a government which we might 
think was honeycombed with 
Communist agents and fellow 
travelers? Obviously we wouuld 


not disclose to them our secret 
information. 

The resolution seems to me 
ill-considered. Such verbal 
diplomacy is usually good o 
if nobody objects to it. With 
governments that mean to co- 
operate, a public resolution is 
unnecessary; with those govern- 
ments that are for one reason 
or another opposed to co-op- 
eration, the resolution must be 
ineffective. es 

Who then stands to gain any- 
thing substantial and real by 
forcing the issue if those govern- 
ments which really would co-op- 
erate do not feel it wise to put 
this into words? — 


Ban on Intervention. 


The resdlution contains a 
statement of great importance: 
“The domination or control of 
the political institutions of any 
American state by the interna- 
tional Communist movement, ex- 
tending to this hemisphere the 
political system of an extracon- 
tinental power, would constitute 
a threat to the sovereignty and 
political independence of the 
American states, endangering 
the peace of America, and would 
call for appropriate action in ac- 
cordance with existing treaties.” 


There is no doubt that the 
establishment in this hemisphere 
of a Communist satellite would 
be incompatible with the vital 
interests of the American states. 
For more than a century, origi- 
nally as a United States policy 
and ‘then as an inter-American 
policy, the republics of this 
hemisphere have been protected 
against foreign intervention. 


Are We Right? . 


The only question here is 
whether this declaration of in- 
tent has been put forward after 
adequate consultation with the 
Latin Americans. They know, of 
course, that in so sensitive a re- 
gion as the Caribbean, the Unit- 
ed States would be bound to 
take measures if a satellite state 
were established. 

The problem of the resolution 
is how precisely and how pub- 
licly they should now be asked 
to say in advance exactly what 
they will do in a hypothetical 
case at some unknown future 
time. 

We may be certain that it is 
useful to have them say publicly 
only as much as they really want 
to say. For what counts are 
not the words that they might 
be compelled to subscribe to but 
their real intent. Now there are 
many governments in this world, 
as anti-Communist as we are, 
who do not share our passion 
for, our addiction to, the pro- 
muigation of large, generalized, 
theoretical and doctrinaire pro- 
nunciamentos. 

Often they would prefer an 
understanding to a declaration, 
a real and continuing consulta- 
tion to spasmodic and resound- 
ing verbal broadsides. 

They could be right in this, 
and it might be well to ask our- 
selves whether we are so sure 
they are wrong that it is worth 
making a-to-do about it.

PROPER EYE CARE 
FOR CHILDREN URGED 


20 to 25 Pct. of Those in 
School Have Defects, 
Conference Is Told. 


With eye defects existing in 20 
to 25 per cent of all school-age 
children, eye neglect will result 
in irreparable damage to their 
visions, the annual sight-saving 
conference of the National So- 
ciety for the Prevention of 
Blindness was told today. 

Addressing the opening ses- 
sion of the three-day conference 
at Hotel Jefferson, Dr. Walter 
H. Fink of Minneapolis said good 
vision care for children begins 
before birth when treatment of 
the mother may protect the 
child’s eyes against the effects 
resulting from such diseases as 
syphilis, measles, diabetes, focal 
infection and toxemia of preg- 


nancy. 
Defects in hool children 
are frequently overlooked be- 


cause the child does not com- 
plain, he said. However, there 
are danger signals, such as bur- 
ring of vision, dizziness, head- 
aches and sensitivity to light 
Children with eye trouble may 
be seen holding a book or object 
too close, rubbing his eyes fre- 
quently, frowning, closing one 
eye, crying often and stumbling 
over small objects. 

He warned against depending 
On simple eye tests using charts 
as proof of healthy vision. Such 
screening is not the whole story, 
he said, pointing out that eye 
defects often occur in children 
who can read 20-20. 

He recommended that every 
child be screened by an eye 
specialist when he reaches the 
age of 2 years. In that way, de- 
fects can be detected and treated 
at a time when the greatest de- 
velopment of the eyes occurs 
and “thus prevent irreparable 
damage which results when bad 
habits become deeply ingrained 
and when the eyes are in a 
less plastic state.” 

Correction of crossed eyes 
should start the moment the 
trouble is recognized, even 
though the child is less than 1 
year old, he added. 

At a press conference yester- 
day, Dr. Franklin M. Foote, ex- 
ecutive director of the society, 
estimated nearly 200,000 men 
and women more than 40 years 
old in Missouri and its eight 
neighboring states are suffering 
from glaucoma. The disease can 
lead to blindness, he said. 

He estimated that accidents, 
disease and neglect would result 
in about 750,000 Americans be- 
coming blind. About 27,000 new 
cases of blindness are expected 
to ocur this year, he said. 

The National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness is a 
non-profit organization whose 
program of research, education 
and service to save sight is sup- 
ported entirely by voluntary 
contributions from its 48,000 
members and contributors in 


every state. ‘Its headquarters 
are in New York City.

Now, in recent months, we 
have seen among some of our 
people a revival of the same old 
spirit of suspicion toward in- 
ternational neighbors who are 
our friends and allies. There is 
a narrow-mindedness toward 
views that are different from 
ours. There is a_ touchiness 
about our representatives sitting 
down with numerous United Na- 
tions agencies to work with 
them. 

All of that boiled to the sur- 
face in the Bricker amendment. 
That project bespoke the fear 
of agreements with our neigh- 
bors in the U.N., the fear that we 
might not be able to take care 
of ourselves but might have 
something. put over on us, a 
really degrading confession for a 
great nation,

Dirksen Smells Danger. 


The Bricker amendment solu- 
tion was to put new restrictions 
about such agreements, as well 
as about treaties. In pursuit of 
that objective the operations of 
the President in foreign affairs 
would be seriously curtailed. 


Luckily, that was rejected by 
the Senate, though a motion is 
pending to bring it up again. But 
the spirit of “Brickerism” still 
permeates attitudes and think- 
ing about the Senate.

Goggle-Eye Varies in Color. 


The goggle-eye is the chame- | Frog 


leon of the piscatorial tribe. Its 
coloration depends on the type 
of water it inhabits. Those of the 
deep, dark bluff holes are almost 
black. If the water is mottled by 
sunlight and shade, the fish 
adopts this coloration. Within a 
few minutes it can switch from 
almost solid black to a light 
green. Those that inhabit deep 
holes where sand is predominant 
are almost golden when caught. 

The goggle-eye is one of the 
gamest of panfishes and will 
readily take artificial and nat- 
ural lures. At one time they 
were plentiful, but in recent 
years their numbers have dwin- 
dled and now, they and: their 
close kin, the warmouth bass, 
are becoming more scarce. Jacks 
Fork and the spring branch at 
Bennett Springs are outstand- 
ing producers of this fighting 
panfish, . 

Anglers who sit on the bank 
with a cane pole and a can of 
wriggling red worms are occa- 
sionally referred to by the more 
purist tribe of fishermen as 
“perch-jerkers.” The average 
catchable bluegill seldom weighs 
more than six ounces. Some 
weighing up to a pound and a 
half have been reported. Green 
sunfish are usually somewhat 
smaller than the bluegill, to 
which they are closely related. 
Sometimes they hybridize and 
the offspring will look a little 
like both parents. The hybridi- 
zation does not affect their fight- 
ing proclivities one whit. 

Regardless of the attitude of 
the more sophisticated fisher- 
men, there can be no greater 
enjoyment than to spend a lazy 
day alongside some Ozark stream 
“perch-jerking.” A blue sky, 
fleecy clouds, a balmy spring 
day, a light cane pole cut from 
a nearby canebrake, a chosen 
companion, and a hole full of 
fighting bluegill and “sunnies,” 
will not only call back childhood 
memories—it will also act as a 
fountain of youth.

The explosion occurred at 
Hanley Junior High School | 
where the youth had gone to} 
visit with his former science | 
teacher, Jennings Biebel. | 

Biebel said Schneider walked | 
into the science room with a) 
brown bottle in his hand. Al- | 
though the bottle bore the label | 
of a non-dangerous chemical, | 
Biebel asked the youth what was | 
in the bottle, Schneider named | 
two compounds which form a |} 
highly explosive mixture. 

Biebel said he thought Schnei- | 
der was joking because, as a/| 
chemistry student, he should 
have known of the explosive 
potentialities of the mixture- 
The instructor said he started | 
to warn him when Schneider | 
raised the bottle and it exploded | 
with a terrific concussion. . 

In addition to loss of his left | 
hand, Schneider suffered loss of | 
part of the index finger of his | 
right hand, as well as lacerations | 
of the face and abdomen. He | 
was given emergency treatment | 
at St. Louis County Hospital and | 
transferred to Barnes. 

Biebel. and a student, Lewis | 
Anderson, 13, of 6258 Cabanne | 
avenue, University City, were | 
treated at the school for abra- | 
sions and contusions. 

Although Schneider was un- 
able to be questioned, police re- | 
ported he apparently obtained | 
the chemicals from the science 
laboratory at University City 
Senior High School where he 
was described as a bright, co- 
operative student. 

Police quoted Jerrod Kolker, 
16, 734 Kingsland avenue, a stu- 
dént at the senior high, as say- 
ing he had received permission 
with Sheldon Breiner, 16, 7124 
Cambridge avenue, to use the 
chemistry laboratory after class 
hours yesterday. 

Kolker told police, they re- 
ported, that Schneider asked 
him for a certain metallic com- 
pound. Kolker said he got the 
chemical from an unlocked cabi- 
net and gave Schneider a small 
quantity. He said the youth ob- 
tained the other compound from 
a supply on Schneider’s own 
desk. After a few moments of 
“fooling around,” Schneider left, 
Kolker said. 

Superintendent of University 
City Schools Julius E. Warren 
gaid supplies of dangerous chem- 
icals were kept under lock and 
key and students were warned 
against their unsupervised use. 
He said an investigation of the 
circumstances of “this most un- 
fortunate accident” would be 
made. 

Schneider lives with his step- 
father and his mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Abraham Brandstadter, at 
409 Midvale avenue.

Santa Gertrudis Story 


How King Ranch Bred 
New Type of Cattle 


By Leonard Hall 


KINGSVILLE, Tex. 

T ISN’T possible to do justice to the great 

King Ranch at a rate of one word for each 

1000 acres—or after a visit of one short day. 
Yet so many of the ranch activities have 
been concentrated 
around  headquar- 
ters of the Santa 
Gertrudis division 
at Kingsville that a 
lot can be seen and 
learned in an amaz- 
ingly short time. 
With the Van 
Dykes, we arrived 
there late one after- 
noon and saw Bob 
Wells, who is land 
and tax consultant 
and director of pub- 
lic relations for the 
vast Kleberg em- 
pire. He is also, as 
; are many of those 
connected with the enterprise, a second genera- 
tion King Ranch associate. After an interesting 
half-hour during which he briefed us on back- 
ground, he called in John Cypher with whom we 
made arrangements for our visit next day. 


WE’D COME to the ranch for a look at the 
Santa Gertrudis breed of beef cattle and also 
to learn what we could of the King Ranch 
methods of range management. But before try- 
ing to tell what we saw, a bit of history is in 
order. King Ranch was founded in 1853 by 
Capt. Richard King, a steamboat skipper who, 
with Miflin Kenedy, operated a line of 26 river 
boats up the Rio Grande from the Gulf. The 
ranch began with the purchase of 15,000 acres 
from an old Spanish grant, and had expanded 
to holdings of 500,000 acres by the time King 
died. During this period, Richard King’s daugh- 
ter Alice married Robert Justus Kleberg II, a 
rising young lawyer of the area. Kleberg man- 
aged the ranch until 1925 for King’s widow 
and, although a lawyer, proved a natural-born 
ranchman. His interests included stock breeding 
to improve the King herds, as well as experi- 
mentation with new grasses, water conservation 
and management of the range. An outstanding 
accomplishment was the development of dipping 
to control tick fever, a program in which he led 


the way.

UNDER THE SECOND GENERATION of 
Klebergs, Robert and Richard, both of whom 
are still active, the ranch was consolidated into 
its present holdings of 940,000 acres and in- 
tensive programs of cattle breeding and lard 
improvement were begun. Dick’ Kleberg, though 
an expert cattleman and rancher, eventually 
went to Congress where he served from 1931 to 
1944. Bob Kleberg—top cattleman in a business 
where you have to be good to survive at all— 
is ranch manager, while Richard Jr. serves as 
his able assistant. The land holdings of the 


ranch corporation embrace four divisions—Santa ° 


Gertrudis, Laureles, Encino and Norias—which 
lie in four Texas counties; as well operations in 
Kentucky, Pennsylvania, Cuba and Australia.

THE PROBLEM AT KING RANCH from 
earliest days was to breed up the wild, tough 
Texas Longhorn cattle into something which 
would produce better beef yet would still be as 
resistant to hard range conditions, heat, ticks, 
flies and drouth, This work began well back in 
ihe last century and for many years was pursued 
along the lines of developing purebread herds 
of Herefords and Shorthorns to cross with the 
“natives.” Crosses with the Brahmans from 
India were also tried, but these, while they 
thrive in the tough south: Texas environment, 
gave a relatively small increase in beef pro- 
ducting quality. At about this time young 
Bob Kleberg, just out of school, decided the 
answer would be found in a Shorthorn-Brahman 
cross. He had 25,000 purebred Shorthorn cows 
to work with—and plenty of Brahman bulls. 
But he knew that even this combination could 
only be successful when it produced one indi- 
vidual so outstanding that it not only had the 
desire conformation and hardiness, but could 
pass these characteristics along to its descend- 
ents. The effort to produce such an individual 
which can, literally, start a new breed or line 
is always a gamble, and success is very apt te 
be the result of accident. 

* 


THAT IS EXACTLY what happened in the 
production of the new beef now known as Santa 
Gertrudis. A Brahman bull was bred to a grade 
milking Shorthorn cow, which produced a big, 
dark-red bull calf that everyone on the ranch 
recognized as something unusual. This calf was, 
roughly, three-eighths Brahman and five-eighths 
Shorthorn. Raised to breeding age and, called 
by the pet name Monkey, he soon proved his 
ability to sire calves which bad all his good 
characteristics of beef-type, size, color and rapid 
rate of growth.

000 pounds of beef and many bulls for breeding 
purposes are marketed each year. No purebred 
Santa Gertrudis heifers or cows are sold from 
the King Ranch,

SANTA GERTRUDIS CATTLE have been rec- 
ognized as a distinct beef breed by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for the past 15 years, the 
only new breed to have been created during the 
past century. Unlike such cross-breeds as Char- 
bray, Brangus and Beefmaster—all of which 
produce good beef—the Gertrudis cattle are all 
descendents of a single ancestor. 

The folks at King Ranch had 300 producing 
oil wells to help get the initial job done—but 
they've certainly made history in the beef cattle 
business.

Mood Cycles 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EOPLE may be born equal at law, but they become 
physically and psychicallfy more different with each 
passing day. For instance, consider moodiness. 


All of us have emotional ups and downs. We may 
feel “down in the dumps” for a few days and then feel 
more cheerful and optimistic for days or weeks, often for 
no obvious reason. 


Psychiatrists and psychologists realize that each person 
doés have normal emotional or mood cycles. Perhaps for- 
tunately, each of us has a different mood cycle. What 
catastrophe would ensue if everyone in an office or factory 
felt depressed, or rashly optimistic simultaneously. 
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YOU MAY GO for two or three weeks “feeling fairly 
chipper and optimistic before hitting alow. The depressed 
mood lasts only a few days or‘a week before you begin to 
feel more cheerful again, Others have their lows at shorter 
intervals. 


Those happy extroverts—the especially sociable people 
-—have shorter periods of mild depression. Most of the 
time they feel elevated and friendly toward others. 


On the other hand, the introverts—so-called lone 
wolves or bookworms—tend to have longer or deeper lows. 


Understanding these differences in mood among those 
you deal with as well as in yourself can lessen friction and 
conflicts. Though you may have awakened feeling full of 
vim and optimism, the grouch at the next desk may be in 
his depressed period, feeling dull and obviously unsympa- 
thetic toward everyone. | 

Women have an exaggeration of these mood cycles in 
relation to their monthly periods, Before and during their 
menstrual periods, some women feel jittery or depressed, 
likely to be less patient than usual. Husbandly understand- 
ing of this helps.smooth out marital relationships. 

These mood changes in men and women are normal. 
Everyone is similarly affected at times to a greater or 
lesser extent. 

There is a form of mental illness in which normal 
mood cycles are exaggerated so much that it isn’t normal. 
This is called manic-depressive psychosis. The depression 
is so extreme that the sufferer can do nothing, not even 
physical effort. Business and social effectiveness deterior- 
ates. The peak is so high that the victim becomes irre- 
sponsible, even maniacal. Though this seems like a magni- 
fication of the normal mood cycle, it is a definite mental 
illness requiring treatment. 

xk'* * 

I WONDER how many grave mistakes in judgment 
by politicians and business men were due to decisions 
made during the low or high point of the mood cycle. Per- 
haps most mistakes could have been avoided by delaying 
decisions until the executive felt physitally well and in a 
more neutral mood—neither greatly depressed nor exces- 
sively happy and rashly optimistic. 

Some people record the days they feel depressed as 
well as those when they feel best. They claim ghey can 
plot a mood cycle and learn to expect the next low period. 

While it might be a good idea for business and political 
Jeaders to have their advisers do this, doing it yourself 
focuses too much attention on your feelings. You are more 
likely to feel better when your attention is directed toward 
other people and things, away from yourself. Plunging 
yourself into work is an excellent antidote to the blues— 
better than pills or bonded beverages. “

So saying, South took the first 
trick with the diamond king and 
banged down the ace and king of 
trumps in a way that implied he 
was hoping against a break, 
since the fall of the trumps 
would give him a good chance 
for the contract and reduce his 
grievance against his partner, 
If a 3-1 trump break was really 
his hope, he got it, and he then 
said disgustedly, “Well, I guess 
that ALL the hearts can’t drop, 
even if the finesse is on, so I'm 
down one.”

I don’t have time to read, or write letters to 
friends, or call on people, or go anywhere—I just don’t have 
time for anything I want to do, and yet I'm doing some- 
thing all the time, something that has to be done. Can't 
society find some way to help women like me?”

TIFLIS, U.S.S.R. 

HIS is a tale of two Soviet 

Union “republics’”—Azerbai- 

jan and Georgia. It’s strange 
how some cities have a person- 
ality that you can feel almost 
immediately. Tiflis, Georgia's 
capital, near Turkey, has a 
mild climate; in the winter the 
trees that line the main boule- 
vards are green, and the flowers 
are red. It’s a welcome relief to 
see color after Moscow's drab- 
ness. ° 
Even the people dress with 
more flair. The shops offer the 
same dreary clothing that you 
find in the rest of the U.S.S.R., 
but the women manage to look 
quite chic. These are Georgian 
women, of course, and they’re 
called the Parisiennes of the 
Caucasus. Russian women are 
content to wear unimaginative, 
dull gowns that do nothing to 
their femininity. Not the 
Georgians, They'll tuck a bright 
scarf around their neck and 
make an assembly-line suit look 
as though Jacques Fath de- 
signed it. 

The women are beautiful — 
with pure white skin, jet black 
hair, aquiline noses, and dark, 
flashing eyes. The men are strik- 
ingly handsome, and most of 
them boast big mustaches. Their 


‘faces have the pride and fierce- 


ness of forefathers who led a 
hardy mountaineering life in the 
neighboring peaks of the Cau- 
casus. 

This is Georgia on the surface, 
unlike any other part of the 
Soviet Union I’ve seen so far. 
Beneath the surface, ‘too, it is 
different. It is the only one of 
the U.S.S.R.’s 16 so-called “au- 
tonomous republics” that has re- 
tained some sort of individuality. 
Right now, the question, as ex- 
pressed to me by a typically 
outspoken Georgian, is_ this: 
“What will happen to us now 
that Beria is gone?” Beria, a na- 
tive son, had stood up for the 
spirited Georgians in the council 
chambers of Moscow, as had 
Stalin before him. 

I came to Tiflis by train from 
Baku, the principal city of Azer- 
baijan. It was only a 250-mile 
trip, but on a slow-moving 
Soviet train, it took 18 hours. 

In European stylé, sleeping 
cars in Russia are divided into 
compartments, each holding four 
occupants. You nevér know who 
your roommates will be; men 
and women are mixed together. 
With great excitement and curi- 
osity I moved along the alley- 
way of Car 4. Would my room- 
mates turn out to be men or 
women? They were men, well 
established in the upper berths 
and peering down at me with in- 
difference. 

’d chosen “soft class”—a rela- 
tive luxury. The double-decker 
bunks had mattresses, whereas 
in “hard class” you sleep on 
boards. The interior of our com- 
partment was shabby but clean, 
with green linoleum walls, a 
catch-all] net beside each berth, 
and nothing else. The lower 
berths had thin blankets but 
no sheets. The stewardess, a& 
laughing, middle-aged woman 
with three front gold teeth, 
asked for 10 rubles for the 
sheets—until I produced a cou- 
pon that came with the rail 
ticket. The coupon read: “Valid 
for one set of bed-linen for the 
use of not more than three 
days.” Promptly, the stewardess 
returned with the sheets. I knew 
that mine were freshly laun- 
dered; they were soaking wet. 

Inevitably, of course, in these 
communal compartments you 
sleep with your clothes on. I 
took off my jacket and shoes. I 
assumed that the men in the 
upper berths still wore their 
boots; they were nowhere on 
the floor. In the morning, how- 
ever, I discovered some hardy 
souls on the train. A few passen- 
gers wandered around station 
platforms in their pajamas. 

Despite the weird atmosphere, 
a train ride is one way to see 
the country and meet the peo- 
ple. While one of my compan- 
ions, a civilian, preferred to sit 
in a corner by himself, the other, 
an army major, was affable and 
hospitable. For breakfast he 
called the stewardess, who pro- 
duced some steaming cups of 
tea and packets of tea solo

nay hoot seintel Sak ths sights 
as we inched slowly through 
Azerbaijan toward Georgia. 
Here, in the valleys of the Cau- 
casus Mountains, was the Azer- 
baijan I'd expected—abode-style 
sand huts, ox-carts, women with 
their faces half veiled. But, still, 
it was Russia. The names of 
towns were written first in Rus- 
sian; secondary was the transla- 
tion in Azerbaijani. Even this 
translation was corrupted. _

which is bordered

in the Middle East. Its people, 
of Turko-Tatar origin, are repre- 
sentative of the scores of minor- 
ity nationalities that make up 
the U.S.S.R. The Soviet Union 


proclaims loudly that Ukrainians . 


and Mongols, Tadzhiks and Mol- 


davians are allowed to keeptheir | 


own languages and customs, that 
they’re distinctive members of a 
large family. But the Russians 
themselves number more than 
half the population, and their 
heavy hand is everywhere evi- 
dent. 

When I was in Baku, for in- 
stance, I felt that I'd never 
really left Moscow. The people, 
though of dark, eastern complex- 
ion, wore the same leather jack- 
ets and caps of comrades to the 
north. The trolley busses, the 
checkered taxis, the open trucks 
with Russian markings at the 
rear, the food shops, the place 
names (Stalin Stadium, Karl 
Marx Square) all bore the un- 
mistakable rubber stamp of Rus- 
sia. Loud speakers in parks, 
wired to Moscow transmitters, 
blurted out Russian slogans. Peo- 
ple I met in restaurants greeted 
me with patter I'd heard so often 
in Moscow, and the stock phrase: 
“The Soviet Union wants peace 
with the rest of the world.” 

Russians occupy the key posi- 
tions in Baku’s oil field, the 
richest in the country. Russians 
operate the Intourist bureau, and 
act as your guide. My guide was 
a blonde girl of about 26, whose 
home town was Leningrad. As 
we passed the Soviet (parlia- 
ment) she said proudly, “It was 
designed by our finest Russian 
architect.” When I asked where 
I might find a restaurant that 
served native dishes she said 
there weren’t any. The only 
touch of Middle East color I saw 
was in the old walled part of 
town. 

Then the guide teok me on a 
tour of what she called “the 
new, socialized Baku”—a repro- 
duction of a middle-sized Rus- 
sian city. Here a lone statue 
stood as a reminder that Azer- 
baijan had a past of its own, It 
was a statue to a twelfth century 
‘poet, Nizami. (Only poets and 
writers are deified, never mili- 
tary heroes. Individual republics 
aren't supposed to have a politi- 
cal or military background.) But 
I did see a half dozen statues of 
Stalin, on the streets, and even 
amid clusters of oil wells which 
form the city’s perimeter. Thus 
the Russification goes on, ac- 
cepted by the Azerbaijanis, who 
are basically a docile, servile 
people. 
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IFLIS stands out in contrast. 

Superficially it has the 

standard Russian busses and 
taxis, but spiritually it remains 
Georgian. Restaurants are happy 
to feature native dishes, such as 
khartshov, a soup blended of 
rice and herbs and meat, And 
the Georgians, famous for their 
love of music, vigorously exhibit 
their old songs and dances. I 
saw, and heard, something of 
this heritage one evening at the 
theater. 

A 60-man choir, dressed in the 
black tights and loose gray 
tunics of mountaineering herds- 
men, filled the back of the stage, 
while a dozen girls, gowned in 
floor-length native dress of pink 
and mauve, sat in the fore- 
ground. An orchestra, with 
traditional stringed instruments 
and flutes, provided the music 
that went back a couple of thou- 
sand years. Male dancers, of un- 
believable grace and agility, per- 
formed dances of the hills, some- 
times flinging dirks into the 
stage floor — almost defiantly. 
The audience cheered lustily. 
Only once was there silence. 
This was at the end of a Rus- 
sian hymn. 

Such passive hostility to the 
Russians is not unusual. Part of 
it is based on a sense of superi- 
ority the Georgians have toward 
their fellow countrymen. During 
intermission at the theater I 
met a man who explained it to 
me. (Georgians show great 
friendliness toward foreigners 
and theyre amazingly out- 
spoken.) 

“Georgia,” the man said, “was 
the first crossroads between 
Asia and Europe. Our civilization 
is much older than the Rus- 
sians’ and we have a much 
greater culture. Even our Chris- 
tianity goes back to the early 
part of the fourth century.” 

Despite several invasions by 
conquering armies from Persia 
or Russia, Georgia managed, un- 
til the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, to govern itself 
and keep a good measure of its 
own personality. Then, under

est went on, opposed by fervent 
patriots. 

One of these foes of Russian 
domination was a boy named 
Soso Djugashvili, who was born 
at Gori, 40 miles from Tiflis, the 
son of a poor cobbler. For five 
years Soso was a pupil at the 
Theological Seminary of Tiflis, 
in accordance with his mother’s 
wish that he become a priest in 
the Orthodox Church. Instead, 
Soso found the Seminary a 
breeding ground for revolution. 
Soso, who later changed his 
name to Josef Stalin, knew and 
understood his people, and made 
sure when he was in power that 
they had plenty of loose rein. 

The result? Today, Georgia {s 
the only spot in the U.S.S.R. 
where the local language takes 
priority over Russian. Lettering 
on store signs is in native script; 
the Russian translation, in small- 
er type, is underneath. Georgi- 
ans study Russian in school, but 
they use it only on official oc- 
casions; among themselves they 
speak Georgian. Georgian is 
learned as a compulsory lan- 
guage by the children of Rus- 
sians stationed here. (In Azer- 
baijan, where the Russians have 
their own schools, Azerbaijani is 
taught only as a voluntary “‘for- 
eign” language, the same as 
French.) The symbols extend to 
small things — match boxes, for 
instance, are printed in Georgi- 
an; older women still wear na- 
tive costume and gypsy shawls 
on the streets; new government 
buildings are designed by 
Georgian architects. 

Paradoxically, this pride of 
nationalism is not inconsistent 
with loyalty to the Soviet system 
generally. “One thing you must 
understand,” said a man I spoke 
to in a cafe one evening. “We 
are all for socialism. We are 
part of the Soviet Union, and 
glad to be part of it.” 

“Then why,” I asked, “all this 
feeling against the Russians?” 

He smiled. “Perhaps it is like 
brothers who are jealous of one 
another. They argue continually, 
but when outsiders interfere 
they defend one another.” 
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EVERTHELESS, the people 
Nee Georgia are unhappy and 
restless; for the first time 
since entering the U.S.S.R. they 
have no direct representation in 
Moscow. The Russians are fully 
aware of this uneasiness: Last 
June the local militiamen walked 
around singly. Today, as I pass 
them on the street, they're 
accompanied by two Russian sol- 
diers—tommy guns slung over 
their shoulders. When I traveled 
by train to Tiflis I saw wayside 
stations swarming with Russian 
soldiers. There's no talk, no 
threat, of an armed u prising— 
but the Russians are taking no 
chances. Georgia, a pivot to the 
entire Middle East, is strate- 
gically one of the most impor- 
tant parts of the Soviet Union. 
The authorities display trigger- 
sensitivity toward strangers. I 
strolled alone on the main shop- 
ping street, making some snap- 
shots of street scenes. I had my 
camera out no longer than two 
minutes, when, literally, I was 
surrounded by a half dozen men 
in plainclothes. Where they came 
from I'll never know. Their 
leader, a man in black coat and 
black hat (the almost comical 


camera, but it was by a 
good-natured militiaman, and I 


was promptly released on iden- 
tifying myself. Now, in a strange 
city, nearly 2000 miles from the 
protective voice of the Canadian 
Embassy, I didn’t feel too happy. 
This looked like a_ lynching 
squad. Finally, while I was still 
protesting ineffectually that I 
was a “Canadski” correspondent, 
a Red Army colonel came over. 

“Where,” he said in English, 
“is your written permission to 
sr photographs?” 

I said I didn’t Have written 
permission, that I didn’t need 
any. With that the colonel mo- 
tioned to the others, and, in a 
body, we trooped off to a police 
station, around the corner. Thé 
man in the black coat and black 
hat went behind the counter, 
entered a private office door, 
and a moment later emerged 
with another civilian, obviously 
the boss man. 
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I heard the army colonel mum- 
ble a few word’s among them 
“Canadski correspondent.” As 
though stung by a magic phrase, 
the boss man quickly patted my 
hand, smiled broadly, and hur- 
riedly said something to the 
colonel, who translated, “You 
may continue to take photo- 
graphs.”

Actually, there is no advan- 
tage in keeping on hand more 
than you can use within a few 
weeks. .

When you do, place the new 
products in the back of the 
compartment so that the ones 
bought first will be used first. 
Even foods frozen by the best 
methods may eventually dete- 
riorate in flavor, although they 
do not spoil. 

It is not wise to have your 
freezing compartment loaded to 
capacity with things you have 
bought. It’s better to leave 
room for leftovers you may wish 
to freeze. Also, when baking 
you may wish to make an extra 
pie or cake to freeze for use 
later on. 


When a piece of equipment 
is new, we sometimes get too 
enthusiastic about it, but with 
experience we learn to put it 
to the most efficient use. It is 
a good idea to check what you 
have on hand each time you 
take a carton of vegetables out 
of the freezer. Then you can 
re-stock with your favorites, 
rather than buying in whole- 
sale lots. 


Succotash, Rhode Island Style, 


One-eighth pound salt pork, 
one package frozen lima beans, 
1 package frozen corn. 

Cut salt potk into small cubes 
and saute slowly until crisp, 
Cook beans and corn separately, 
according to directions on pack- 
ages. When almost tender, un- 
cover and allow liquid to evap- 
orate somewhat. Add crisp salt 
pork and fat that has accumu- 
lated, and mix well. Yield: 
eight servings.

MARX NEVER envisaged 
party leaders, politbureaus, or 
bureaucratic functionaries. In 
his work, “Civil War in 
France,” Marx said of the 
workers, “all fulfill the func- 
tions of control.” One thing 
was certain: there was to be 
no State. Engels in his preface 
to the third’ edition of that 
work, said that the officials 
were to be paid the same as 
the workers—which is certain- 
ly a heresy to Malenkov. And 
what would Vishinsky and his 
comrades, whole live in the 
Morgan mansion on Long Is- 
land, say to that absurdity of 
Marx! 

When Lenin came into pow- 
er, he thought it would take 
about “10 years for the State to 
disappear,” so that no bureau- 
cratic group would be neces- 
sary to socialize everything. 
Two years later, Lenin asked 
himself: “Can’every worker 
know how to administer the 
state? Practical people know 
that this is a fairy tale.” 

The workers whom Marx 
thought were equipped for the 
immediate handling of a Com- 
munist society, were being 
thrust more and more into the 
background. Lenin began or- 
ganizing an apparatus in which 
power passed from the Con- 
gress of the Soviets eventually 
to a Politburo. 

The party eventually be- 
came the kernel of the new 
society, not the proletariat. In 
fact, so important did it be- 
come that members of the 
party began purging one an- 
other in 1921. 

Today it is impossible to un- 


derstand the . workings of 


Communism unless one knows 
in each country the trafned 
heads of the party who are 
equipped to seize power, and 
in doing so to use the pro- 
letariat and the workers as 
dupes or insensitive robots

THIS CENTERING of every- 
thing in the party has had 
two other effects: first, it ac- 
counts for the Soviet obses- 
sion with politics. It is eco- 
nomics that should absorb 
their attention: such, at any 
rate, was the idea of Marx. 
But now, whether in _ the 
United Nations, or in Peiping, 
or Warsaw, every bureaucrat 
who lives by the sufferance 
of the Moscow party must 
await his orders before speak- 
ing. 

Marx put economics above 
politics, hence he thought the 
State would wither away. To- 
day the party puts politics 
above economics, as Marx 
withers away. 

The second effect is that 
no artist, painter, writer or 
musician in the Soviet Union 
may produce a work of art or 
literature or even science 
without the approval of the 
party. 

The artist in the Western 
world may have to win the 
favor of the people to live; 
but the artist in Russia has 
to win the favor of the party 
—aye, there’s the rub! 

In other words, as Commu- 
nism advances, Marxism dies.
